I aa entirely iu touch with some remarks, aade by Lore Orse a tow 


Gays ago at 4a weetinge of ths Cheghirs Mil’ Froducsr Associatiou, when 


‘he stated “that while §% was the duty of Sanitary Authorities to safe- 
fuard theix people from unwholesoms food, 1% was perfsetiy unsarvant—- 


able to contend that a larce proportion of disease in chiloarsn was 


due to unwholssoms mtir, "hs arésaa in which diseass and mortality 


were greatest wors those areas where oniy shall suppliss of milk were 


obtainable", and hs thought one of she ereatest evils of Urtaun Bite 
was that: 80 many chiloren did not receive an adequate supply of milk, 


The supply and purity of ths town #satsr has been most satisfactory. 


I have been abis durine the past year to obtain on two occasions a 


thoroueh analysis of the town water, ano fn both instances the report 
has bsén most satisfactory. 

The ba rshouses, which under the asw regulations come umes She 
Factory and Yorrshop Act, have been rsqularly inspected, and found in 
accordance with the Act, 

Ths workshops in the towa, which muaber 32, and saploy about Too 
hanos, have been visitsa, aad the necessary iaquiries maads as to cubic 
Spaces, noaber of worters, and lavatory accowodatioas but T find thers 
are & great waay Cottarcs where giove aaking is carried on for a fira 
&t “satbury, anc 20 court IT oucht te be supplisd with a list of these 
outwor’srs, as if any infectious cissase esra fo break out in any of 
the houses of the outworkurs I shoula te able to prevent ths carrying 
on of the wort as lone as the infection lasted. 

The means of providing & Swallpox Hospitsi for the coabinss Urban 
and Mural ofstrict has not yet heen settled, I saanot help thinking 
that the buiidings oa the Sutton and Crocterton Toad, which ara most 


suitable for the purpose, coulda be obtainea if ths case wers explalusd 


to Lord Bath. There is ao spot more suitable and convenient to both 
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districts than the locality T have asntianed. 

The sanitary condition of the town compares favourabig, IT thiak, 
with othsr towns fn the Sounty - a completes system of osuerace, a 
Capital supply of purs water, anc wice, nicely paved atrests, ths two 

aster mating the town Sts eet ive by day, which attractivensss is 
often not visable after aus".
